Gunmen storm government building in a brazen assault 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Suspected Shiite militia- 
men dressed as Interior Ministry commandos 
stormed a Higher Education Ministry office 
Tuesday and kidnapped dozens of people after 
clearing the area under the guise of provid- 
ing security for what they claimed would be 
a visit by the U.S. ambassador. 

Witnesses and authorities said the gun- 
men raced through all four stories of the 
building, forced men and women into sepa- 
rate rooms, handcuffed the men and loaded 


them aboard about 20 pickup trucks. 

Shortly afterward, authorities arrested 
the police chief and four top subordinates in 
the Karradah district — the central Baghdad 
region where the kidnappers struck — in 
connection with the abductions, an Interior 
Ministry spokesman said. 

There were varying estimates of the num- 
ber of people kidnapped, but it appeared that 


at least 50 were seized. The assault came on 
a day that saw at least 117 people die in the 
mounting violence gripping the country. 

The abductions raised further questions 
about Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s 
commitment to wiping out the heavily 
armed Shiite militias of his prime politi- 
cal backers: the Supreme Council for the 
Islamic Revolution in Iraq, and the Sadrist 
Movement of radical, anti-American Shiite

Bishops 

Ministry draws fire 
for designating gay 
sexuality ‘disordered’ 

BALTIMORE I The nation’s Roman 
Catholic bishops adopted new 
guidelines for outreach to gays 
Tuesday that are meant to be wel- 
coming, while also telling gays to be 
celibate since the church considers 
their sexuality “disordered.” 

Gay Catholic activists said the 
approach was so contorted and 
flawed that it would alienate the 
very people it was trying to reach. 
The statement, “Ministry to Per- 
sons with a Homosexual Inclina- 
tion,” was adopted by a 194-37 vote, 
with one abstention, at a meeting 
of the U.S. Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 

The bishops also overwhelmingly 
adopted separate statements encour- 
aging Catholics to obey the church’s 
widely ignored ban on artificial con- 
traception, and directing parishio- 
ners to examine their consciences to 
decide whether they are worthy of 


receiving Holy Communion. 

Anyone who knowingly persists 
in sinful behavior, such as gay sex or 
using artificial birth control, should 
refrain from taking Communion, 
the bishops said. 


“To be a Catholic is a challenge,” 
said Bishop Arthur Serratelli of Pat- 
erson, N. J., chairman of the bishops’ 
doctrine committee. “To be a Catho- 
lic requires a certain choice.” 

Presenting the gay ministry 


document at the meeting, Ser- 
ratelli acknowledged that gay and 
lesbian Catholics “have a difficult 
task in this world, but this task is 
necessary and good.” 

“The tone of the document is 
positive, pastoral and welcom- 
ing,” Serratelli said. “Its starting 
point is the intrinsic human dig- 
nity of every person and God’s love 
for every person.” 

But gay Catholic groups thought 
the bishops’ approach was flat-out 
wrong. 

Francisco DeBernardo, execu- 
tive director of New Ways Ministry, 
an independent outreach to Catho- 
lic gays that has run afoul of some 
church leaders, said the guidelines 
“do not reflect good science, good 
theology or human reality.” 

“This document proposes that 
lesbian and gay people be viewed 
not in the entirety of their lives, 
but in one dimension only — the 
sexual dimension,” DeBernar- 
do said. “No other group in the 
church is singled out in this way.”

I A man 
who sexually assaulted a fellow 
student at a fraternity party in 
1984, then apologized to her two 
decades later as part of the 12- 
step Alcoholics Anonymous pro- 
gram, pleaded guilty Tuesday and 
could go to prison. 

William Beebe calmly entered a 
plea to aggravated sexual battery as 
his victim, Liz Seccuro, bowed her 
head and wiped away tears.

Survey finds many are 
skeptical of Democrats’ 
plans to deal with war 

WAS H I N GTO N I More Americans rank 
Iraq as the top priority of the new 
Democratic- controlled Congress, 
but nearly three out of five say the 
party does not have a plan to deal 
with the war. 

In the aftermath of an anti- 
Republican wave, the latest Asso- 
ciated Press-Ipsos poll showed 
lingering uncertainty about the 
country’s direction and the ability 
of Democrats and President Bush 
to work together. Underscoring the 
country’s political divisions. Demo- 
crats expressed more confidence and 
optimism than Republicans. 

The poll was conducted Nov. 10- 
12 as the public adjusted to Wash- 
ington’s new division of labor, with 
President Bush in the White House 
and Democrats holding the reins of 
Congress. 

While voters in Election Day 
surveys said corruption and scan- 


dal in Congress was one of the most 
important factors in their vote, the 
postelection poll showed that 37 
percent of all adults said the war 
in Iraq should be at the top of the 
congressional agenda during the 
next two years. 

Though voters apparently 


embraced the Democratic mantra 
of changing course in Iraq, a major- 
ity of the public did not detect a clear 
Democratic blueprint for ending the 
war. Fifty-seven percent of all adults 
in the AP-Ipsos poll said Democrats 
do not have a plan for Iraq; 29 per-

Ahmadinejad: World 
has no choice but to 
live with ‘nudear Iran 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I New traces of 
plutonium and enriched uranium 
— potential material for atomic 
warheads — have been found in 
a nuclear waste facility in Iran, a 
revelation that came Tuesday as 
the Iranian president boasted his 
country’s nuclear fuel program will 
soon be completed. 

The International Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency report detailing the dis- 


covery also faulted Tehran for not 
cooperating with the U.N. watch- 
dog’s attempts to investigate other 
aspects of its nuclear program. 

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, in a two -hour news 
conference in Tehran, asserted the 
world has no choice but to “live with 
a nuclear Iran,” although he con- 
ceded his country was “still in the 
first stages” of its uranium enrich- 
ment program. 

So far, Tehran has been able to 
activate only two small enrichment 
plants that U.N. officials say have 
frequently broken down and have 


produced only small amounts of 
material suitable for nuclear fuel. 

But Iran has progressed enough 
since resuming enrichment activ- 
ities in Febru-

The U.S. and its European allies 
are negotiating with Russia and 
China over a draft Security Council 
resolution that would penalize Iran 
for its refusal to respect an Aug. 31 
deadline to halt enrichment. 

Ahmadinejad remained defi- 
ant. “I’m very hopeful that we will 
be able to hold the big celebration 
of Iran’s full nuclearization in the 
current year,” he said. Iran’s calen- 
dar year ends March 20.

LONDON I A retired manuscript 
librarian had hung the paintings 
of Dominican saints in her study 
in Britain for years — unaware that 
the small gold-leafed images were 
the work of Fra Angelico. 

Now her descendants plan to 
auction the works of the 15th cen- 


tury monk, beatified in 1984 by the 
Vatican, in a sale that may fetch $1.9 
million. 

The paintings of two uniden- 
tified saints were part of an altar 
group displayed at the artist’s Flor- 
ence convent, San Marco, from 
around 1438. The paintings were 


commissioned by the bankers Cosi- 
mo Medici and his brother Lorenzo, 
but were scattered when Napoleon 
invaded Italy in the 1790s. 

Jean Preston found two of them 
while she lived in California in the 
1960s, but she did not immediate- 
ly realize their worth. Her father 
bought them for her for about 
$380. (AP)

KINSHASA, CONGO I Congo’s incum- 
bent president has won a tense run- 
off, nearly complete election results 
showed Tuesday. 

But first Joseph Kabila, 35, may 
have to placate rival Jean-Pierre 
Bemba, a former rebel leader whose 
fighters have 
clashed with his 
twice over elec- 
tion results. 

Bemba’s sup- 
porters issued a 
bellicose state- 
ment Tuesday Kabila 
saying their count 

gave Bemba a lead of more than 52 
percent, which would mean he had 
won, and calling the official vote 
count an “electoral holdup.” 

They threatened to tear up 
accords promising not to use mili- 
tary force to resolve disputes about 
the Oct. 29 runoff. 

Kabila’s lead seemed insur- 
mountable, with results from 90

S. Africa Passes 
Gay Marriage Bill 


Measure recognizing 
same-sex nuptials 
is the first for Africa 

CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I South 
African lawmakers passed legisla- 
tion recognizing same-sex marriages 
on Tuesday despite criticism from 
both traditionalists and homosex- 
ual activists. 

The bill, unprecedented on a 
continent where homosexuality is 
taboo, was decried by homosexual 
activists for not going far enough 
and by opponents who said it “was 
provoking God’s anger.” 

Veterans of the governing Afri- 
can National Congress praised the 
Civil Union Bill for extending basic 
freedoms to everyone under the spirit 
of the country’s first post-apartheid 
constitution. 

South Africa’s constitution was 
the first in the world to prohibit dis- 
crimination on the basis of sexual ori- 
entation, providing a powerful legal 
tool to homosexual rights activists 


even though South Africa remains 
conservative on such issues. 

Christian lawmaker Kenneth 
Meshoe said Tuesday was the “sad- 
dest day in our 12 years of democ- 
racy” and said South Africa “was 
provoking God’s anger.” 

To ease some concerns of conserva- 
tive leaders, the bill let both religious 
and civil officers refuse to many same- 
sex couples on moral grounds. 

Homosexual rights groups criti- 
cized this “opt-out” clause, saying 
they should be treated the same as 
heterosexual couples, but in general, 
they praised the new measure. 

“It demonstrates powerfully the 
commitment of our lawmakers to 
ensuring that all human beings 
are treated with dignity,” said 
Fikile Vilakazi of the Joint Work- 
ing Group, a network of 17 gay and 
lesbian organizations. 

The measure now goes to the 
National Council of Provinces, which 
is expected to be a formality, before 
being signed into law by President 
Thabo Mbeki. (ap) 


In Romania, More 
Backlash Over ‘Borat’ 


GLOD, ROMANIA I The name of this 
remote Romanian village means 
“mud,” and that’s exactly what 
angry locals are throwing back at 
comedian Sacha Baron Cohen. 

Cohen used Glod’s Gypsies as 
stand-ins for Kazakhs in his run- 
away hit movie, “Borat: Cultural 
Learnings of America for Make 
Benefit Glorious Nation of Kazakh- 
stan.” Now, offended villagers are 
threatening to sue the film’s pro- 
ducers for paying them a pittance 
to put farm animals in their homes 
and perform other crude antics. 

Residents and local officials in 
the scruffy hamlet said Tuesday 
they were horrified and humiliat- 
ed to learn their poverty and simple 
ways are ridiculed in the film. 

Nicolae Staicu, leader of the 
1,670 Gypsies, or Roma, said he and

other officials would meet with a 
public ombudsman on Wednesday 
to map out a legal strategy against 
Cohen and “Borat” distributor 20th 
Century Fox.

Sharp Decline for 
Wholesale Prices 


Key inflation indicator 
falls 1.6% in October, 
tying record set in ’01 

WASHINGTON I Inflation at the 
wholesale level plunged at a 
record pace in October, led by big 
declines for gasoline and new cars, 
while retail sales slid for a second 
straight month. 

Wholesale prices fell 1.6 per- 
cent in October, tying the record 
decline set in October 2001, the 
Labor Department reported Tues- 
day. Underlying inflation, exclud- 
ing energy and food, was also well- 
behaved, falling by 0.9 percent, the 
biggest retreat in 13 years. 

Meanwhile, retail sales dropped 


by 0.2 percent in October following 
an even -bigger 0.8 percent fall in 
September. But much of the weak- 
ness in both months came from the 
big drop in energy prices, which 
depressed the dollar level of sales 
at gasoline stations. 

Excluding the drop at gaso- 
line stations, retail sales actually 
rose by 0.4 percent last month, as 
strength in auto sales offset weak- 
ness at department stores and hard- 
ware stores. 

Analysts said they believed the 
strength in employment, with the 
jobless rate at a five-year low of 
4.4 percent, meant that consumer 
spending in the holiday season would 
be supported by income growth and 
the fall in gas prices, (ap)

Two Guilty in MS- 


Men not charged with 
individual crimes, but 
both face life in prison 

GREENBELT, MD. | Two men accused 
of belonging to the violent street 
gang MS -13 were convicted Tues- 
day in U.S. District Court on fed- 
eral racketeering charges. 

Edgar “Pony” Ayala and Oscar 
“Casper” Ramos Velasquez were 
convicted on all counts related to 
murders and other crimes alleg- 
edly carried out by the gang, even 
though they were not charged with 


the individual crimes. They both 
face life in prison. 

Neither Ayala or Velasquez react- 
ed to the verdict. They both sat next 
to their attorneys and translators. 

The case against the men, the first 
convictions of 22 indicted on federal 
charges, marks the latest attempt by 
federal authorities to use abroad law 
usually reserved for organized crime 
to curb violence attributed to MS -13 
in the region. Eight of those charged 
face possible death sentences. 

A jury of six men and six women 
deliberated over five days in the trial, 
which lasted about seven weeks. 


13 Trial 

Ayala’s lawyer, GaryTicknor, said 
his client had been forced to join MS - 
13 as a teen and was beaten by mem- 
bers when he was initiated. 

Richard Bittner, a lawyer for 
Velasquez, said his client was not an 
MS -13 member. Bittner said Velas- 
quez was convicted largely because 
of the Hispanic street gang’s noto- 
riety for violence and not because 
of the gravity and facts surround- 
ing his alleged crime, (ap)

Acta Hired as New Nats’ Manager 



Former Mets coach, 37,

N AT 1 0 N A LS I Manny Acta was hired 
by the Washington Nationals on 
Tuesday, making him the young- 
est manager in the major leagues. 

The 37-year- old Acta, a coach 
with the New York Mets the past 
two years, replaces 71-year- old 
Frank Robinson, who was told 
during the final week of the sea- 
son that he wouldn’t be back. 

The Nationals went 71-91 in 
2006, finishing in last place in the 
NL East for the third consecutive 
season. New ownership, led by team 
president Stan Kasten, is overseeing 
an overhaul of the team in hopes of

“We have a very good plan in 
place here.

CAPITALS I The short term is look- 
ing good for the Washington Capi- 
tals, a fashionable preseason pick 
for last place who have won four 
of their past five and who would 
make the playoffs at 8-5-4 if the 
NHL opted to end the regular sea- 
son five months early.

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Hoyas Have Zone 
Troubles to Fix 


In a disappointing 1st 
game, Georgetown 
shoots 41.5 percent 

HOYAS HOOPS I With a Thompson as 
coach and an Ewing on the roster, 
there was plenty to wax nostalgic 
about Georgetown before the sea- 
son. And in the Hoyas’ first game, 
they looked like one of John Thomp- 
son Jr.’s old teams — the ones that 
couldn’t make an outside shot. 

In a much closer win over Hart- 
ford than expected Saturday, No. 8 
Georgetown made just six of 23 
three -point attempts and shot only 
41.5 percent overall from the field. 

Junior Tyler Crawford’s one-for- 
eight day from long range summed 
up the performance. 

“We’re a much better shooting 
team than we showed today — to a 
man,” said coach John Thompson 
III after Saturday’s 69-59 win. 

Thompson and the players wrote 
much of the struggles off to first- 
game jitters. But Hartford utilized 
a zone defense that at least partial- 
ly nullified the Princeton offense 
— which relies on screens and 
back-door passes — that George- 
town famously employs under the 
younger Thompson. 

If the shooting doesn’t improve, 
Hartford’s script could be one oppo- 
nents — starting Wednesday at Van- 
derbilt — follow against the Hoyas 
all season. 

“In the zone, you have to get 
points where you can,” said junior 
guard Jonathan Wallace, who 
scored 13 points and made four of 
his eight field goals. 

The Hoyas had just nine assists

on their 22 field goals Saturday. 
In last year’s season- ending loss 
to eventual champion Florida, 
Georgetown registered 15 assists 
on one fewer field goal. 

The good news for George- 
town was that there appeared to 
be no early letup from forward 
Jeff Green and center Roy Hib- 
bert, who combined for 33 of the 
team’s 69 points. 

As Thompson pointed out, the 
Hoyas had little trouble finding scor- 
ing opportunities.

Carr Gets Chance to Silence Critics 


Michigan coach has 
won 113 games, but is 
1-4 against Tressel 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Lloyd Carr 
has quieted most of the criticism 
about his coaching this year, leading 
Michigan to an 11-0 record and its 
best season since he won the 1997 
national title. 

Carr can silence his remaining 
critics — perhaps one last time — if 
he can help the second-ranked Wol- 
verines beat No. 1 Ohio State on the 
road Saturday and earn a spot in the 
national championship game. 

If Michigan loses, Carr’s record 
against Buckeyes coach Jim Tressel 
will drop to 1-5 and to 6-6 overall in 
one of the most storied rivalries. 

Carr has never been one to defend 
his mark against Tressel or anyone.

The Infiniti G35 Sport 
shines as if from the 
land of the rising sun 

ROADTESTI The metal trim around 
the cabin, Infiniti informs us, is tex- 
tured like that of “washi,” fine Japa- 
nese rice paper. The slats of the grille 
are meant to resemble the fierce 
edges of samurai swords, although 
the multiple blades are less sugges- 
tive of the Edo period than of the 
Schick Dynasty. 

Infiniti extols the sculptural 
virtues of the 2007 G35 sedan, 
promoting it with a calligraphy 
brush, tumid with red paint, trac- 
ing a perfect curve. “One human 
hand,” the ad copy reads, “sets the 
tone, transcending the typical sport 
sedan’s cold precision to create a 
bold, flowing expression.” 

Rice paper, swords, the Zen of 
the well -wrought line. Is Infiniti 
turning Japanese? 

You’d really think so. 

The idea that car design has a cul- 
tural, even ethnic, component might 
seem like — in the recently famous 
words of the vice president — a no- 
brainer. Except it isn’t. For one thing, 
the car industry is pan-global. 

But despite these sorts of com- 
plications, the temptation to refer 
categorically to Japanese cars and 
British cars and German cars is 
almost irresistible, because there 
does seem to be something distinc-

tive about each. This is particularly 
true of luxury cars, since the higher 
the price, the more expressive the 
styling. And Infiniti has a history 
of trading on cool Japonica. 

After a period of diffident and 
uncertain designs, and half-hearted 
re- skins of Nissan products, Infin- 
iti came roaring back earlier this 
decade with sleek, athletic, well- 
stanced cars and trucks in muscle - 
taut steel singlets. The best of these 
were the G35 coupe and sedan. 

The second-generation G35 
sedan, due to go on sale this month, 
is more Japanese than ever. 

The bullet points go like this: 
Under the hood is a heavily revised 
version of Nissan’s corporate engine, 
with new variable -valve timing on 
the exhaust side to complement

the intake side; reinforced crank 
and rods; and various other mea- 
sures to stiffen, lighten and venti- 


late the engine. All this helps raise 
the compression ratio and redline. 
Compared to the 2006 model, out- 
put has been raised 8 horsepower, 
which almost exactly nullifies the 
net weight gain of 48 pounds caused 
by chassis reinforcement. The Sport 
Package includes stiffer suspen- 
sion and steering bushings; larger 
brake rotors; and 18-by-7.5-inch 
alloy wheels — 17s are standard — 
wrapped with sticky summer rubber. 
Nissan/Infiniti’s ATTESA E-TS all- 
wheel drive system is also an option, 
if you want your car to have “worst 
acronym” bragging rights. 

The car is quick and fast. Big, 
nasty, clutch- demoralizing launch- 
es are, of course, bigly fun — to use 
Rush Limbaugh’s word of the week. 
But the car feels even more heroic 
than that, thanks to some cuteness 
from the powertrain engineers. The 
dual- air intake is ducted in such a 
way as to produce a mild ram- air 
effect, so that as the car goes faster, 
it gets a little atmospheric overboost, 
a rising, gathering surge of power 
that Infiniti has dubbed “swell.” 

If swelling lasts more than two 
hours, stop for gas. 

If there is Japanese sport- sedan 
idiom, the G35 speaks it fluently. 
The car feels big and masculine 
and a little heavy at turn-in. So, 
you have to muscle the Infiniti 
through its thick- section wheel. 
Then it takes a set and just carves.

They’re hoping for 
a Costa Rica vacation that’s mellow 
but not boring, exciting yet stress- 
free. “It’d be nice to squeeze in a bit 
of romance, too,” says Laurie Bergth- 
old. The Bergtholds have some tough 
guidelines for their trip: They’re veg- 
etarians; they want eco-friendly 
hotels; they’re loath to rent cars 
and burn fuel; and besides check- 
ing out the natural wonders Costa 
Rica is renowned for, they want to 
test the local skateboard parks. 

The couple plan to start in Libe- 
ria, in the hilly northern province of 
Guanacaste, on the Pacific. Hacienda 
Guachipelin, a family- owned cattle 
ranch, hotel and adventure -sports 
wonderland, is the first stop for the 
Bergtholds. Guests can be picked up 
at the airport, so here the Bergtholds 
don’t have to rent a car, and vegetar- 
ian dishes are available on request.

option,” says Laurie Bergthold. 

The real draw, however, is the 
variety of activities and scenery at 
the nearly 4,000 -acre ranch, which 
borders Rincon de la Viej a Volcano 
National Park. Visitors to the park sit 
in warm mud pools or hike to water- 
falls and natural hot springs. 

At last check, 59 hotels in Costa 
Rica have been awarded an official 
government certificate for earth- 


friendly practices. The Guachipelin 
is very eco -conscious — more than 
2,200 acres are set aside for conser- 
vation and reforestation, solar power 
heats the water, and some electricity 
is produced by a waterwheel. 

After picking up a rental in Libe- 
ria, they plan on driving two and 
a half hours to Lake Coter Eco- 
Lodge. Built with an endowment 
from the World Bank as a model for 
ecotourism in Latin America, the 
lodge protects more than 500 acres 
of primary forestland. As at the Gua- 
chipelin, guests can relax in nearby 
hot springs or try kayaking, hiking, 
or horseback riding. The property is 
near scenic Lake Arenal, and, most 
important to the Bergtholds, it’s near 
Hotel Tilawa — home to the coun- 
try’s best concrete skateboard park.

First black SF police 
chief writes about 
1970s racial killings 

BOOKS I Terror gripped the streets 
of San Francisco in late 1973 and 
early 1974. 

Black men affiliated with the 
Nation of Islam were shooting 
whites, at random and out in the 
open. In less than six months, 15 


people were killed and seven were 
injured. 

At the time, Prentice Earl Sand- 
ers was one of two black homicide 
inspectors in a department already 
fractured internally over race. Sud- 
denly, because of the so-called 
“Zebra murders,” police officials 
found themselves needing black 
officers they didn’t have. 

“The same thing that sparked the 
killing was getting in the way of solv- 


ing it,” Sanders writes in his recently 
published memoir, “The Zebra Mur- 
ders: A Season of Killing, Racial 
Madness, and Civil Rights.” 

“As hateful as the killers were, 
it was racism that lit the fire that 
burned inside them,” he says. “And 
it was racism that kept the depart- 
ment so white we didn’t have enough 
black officers to infiltrate a group 
like the one we were after.” 

Sanders later became the city’s 


first black police chief, but he chose 
to write his first book about this 
episode in his career because the 
havoc the killers unleashed on the 
city seemed to symbolize the social 
instability of the time. 

When the Zebra shootings began 
in October 1973, they appeared to 
be random and seemed to target 
regular people going about their 
regular business. 

“It wasn’t just whites who were 
frozen by fear,” writes Sanders’ co- 
author, Bennett Cohen. “Nonwhites 
felt it, too, especially blacks, who 
worried that revenge attacks by 
whites might come next, causing 
the terror to spiral even further out 
of control.” 

A profile of the shooters began 
to emerge. All were black men 
who used .32-caliber handguns 
and appeared to be connected to 
the Nation of Islam, a religious and 
sociopolitical organization. Beyond 
that, the clues were few. 

“Things had stalled to the point 
where we were starting to feel fro- 
zen in place, covering the same leads 
over and over,” Sanders writes. 

The attacks became known as 
the Zebra killings not because of 
the racial element, but because 
the Z channel on police radios — 
“Z for Zebra” — was dedicated to 
the manhunt. 

Investigators finally got a break 
when Anthony Harris, a 28-year-old 
accomplice to the killers, became 
an informant. 

On May 1, 1974, more than 100 
officers descended on the suspects 
at their homes in separate raids, and 
the killings stopped, kim curtis (ap)

However, his wild assertions — 
that he’s the “West Coast Rakim” 
— and his repeated name-drops 
of L.A. rap vets such as Snoop and 
Dre hint at a rapper balancing the 
weight of his own fragile ego.

Atlantic City’s past 
is gone, making way 
for adult attractions 

The horse clop-clopped to the top 
of a 40 -foot ramp, and a comely 
bathing beauty jumped on, wrap- 
ping her arms around the animal’s 
neck and preparing for a spectacu- 
lar plunge. 

Amid a drum roll and cymbal 
clash, the horse leapt forward from 
a platform, falling headfirst into 
an 11 -foot deep pool of water, the 
woman clinging with her eyes shut 
tightly. When they both emerged 
unharmed after a mighty splash, 
the crowd of 5,000 went wild. 

It was a scene repeated for 
decades on Atlantic City’s Steel Pier, 
and the Diving Horse became per- 
haps the most famous icon of the 
New Jersey shore resort from 1929 
into the 1970s, well before gambling 
made its imprint. 

But big changes are under way 
in the city whose streets gave the 
“Monopoly” board spaces their 
names. The Miss America pag- 
eant and the fabulous old board- 
walk hotels are already gone. Now, 
the list of vanishing Atlantic City 


icons includes the Steel Pier, where 
visitors were entertained by top- 
name singers and movie stars, and a 
historic airfield that gave the world 
the term “airport.” 

Since the casinos opened three 
decades ago, Atlantic City has 
evolved from a family resort where 
the salt air was touted as a cure-all, 
to a 24 -hour adult playpen where 
the motto is “Always Turned On.” 

As the new Atlantic City com- 
peted for the entertainment dollar 
with Las Vegas and other gambling 
hubs, a lot of what made the “old”

city special for so many people has 
disappeared. 

In October, the Steel Pier shut 
down for good. It will be torn down 
in a few months to make way for a 
mix of stores, restaurants and dwell- 
ing units across from the Trump 
Taj Mahal casino, which owns the 
nine -acre property. 

Bader Field, the site of the first 
attempted trans -Atlantic air cross- 
ing, also closed in October. 

“It’s important to remember 
those things, and it’s unfortunate 


that we’re losing those icons, but 
it’s important to keep focused on 
where our city is going now,” said 
city spokesman Nick Morici. “These 
are very valuable sites that can help 
out our entire community.” 

Of course, to younger visitors, 
“old” Atlantic City didn’t exist, and 
the fixtures of present-day Atlantic 
City are their icons. Decades from 
now, grandparents might be telling 
their grandchildren about “Borga- 
ta Babes,” the buxom cocktail serv- 
ers at the city’s newest casino, the

deep purple carpeting at the Taj 
Mahal, the bikini beach bars, or 
how Nick Lachey, the Killers, and 


the Black Eyed Peas used to play 
the casinos. 

But not all the things that made 
Atlantic City famous are gone. 

A trip to the boardwalk isn’t 
complete without a box of salt- 
water taffy. Mr. Peanut, the cos- 
tumed character who used to 
entertain boardwalk strollers, is 
now a statue entombed in glass in 
a boardwalk museum. And yes, the 
streets still have the same names 
as those on the Monopoly board.

Beloved, iconic items 
are co-branded for 
new looks, buyers 

It seems an unlikely pair — the 
trendy SpongeBob SquarePants 
teaming up with the aging Etch 
A Sketch. 

Ohio Art Co. is banking that 
replacing Etch A Sketch’s famil- 
iar red rectangle case with Nick- 
elodeon’s most popular cartoon 
characters will make the iconic 
baby boomer toy more appealing 
to kids and young mothers. 

Other toy shelf staples also have 
gotten makeovers. 

Monopoly is out with a new ver- 
sion that replaces the Atlantic City 
New Jersey Boardwalk with Times 
Square. And who can forget when 
Barbie ditched her longtime beau, 
Ken, just two years ago. 

Traditional toys have been losing 
ground to electronics in recent years 
— sales fell 4 percent to $21.3 billion

last year, according to the market 
research firm NPD Group Inc. For 
the makers of classic toys, creating 
a new look is one way to compete 
against video games and the holiday 
season’s “must have” toys. 

“Our challenge is to continue to 
make Etch a Sketch exciting for the 
next generation of kids,” said Martin 
Killgallon, marketing director for 
Bryan, Ohio -based Ohio Art. “One 
way to do that is with licensing.” 

Two new versions that will start 
appearing in stores this month 
feature SpongeBob and Dora the 
Explorer, one of the most popular 
preschool characters on TV today. 
The new editions include screen 


overlays with puzzles and mazes. 

By teaming with Nickelodeon, 
Ohio Art hopes to reach a younger 
age group at a time when children 
are giving up toys at earlier ages. 

The deal also sets up opportuni- 


ties to cross-promote its products 
with the popular television network. 
“They’re the hottest licenses going 
today,” Killgallon said. 

It is not the first time Etch a 
Sketch has shaken up its look. The 



company experimented with pink 
and lime-green versions and heart- 
shaped ones. The classic version is 
still available, too. Ohio Art won’t 
release sales figures but says they 
have been steady in recent years. 

More than 100 million Etch A 
Sketches have been sold worldwide 
since it was invented in I960. The 
drawing toy that operates with two 
knobs to create pictures is by far 
Ohio Art’s best-known product. 
The company makes a variety of 
learning-based toys. 

Hasbro Inc., the nation’s sec- 
ond-largest toy maker behind 
Mattel Inc., reported in October 
that sales are up 7 percent this year 
for its classic board games, which 
include Clue, Monopoly and Trivial 
Pursuit — all of which have multiple 
versions. Monopoly alone has about 
200 different editions. 

There is a fine line, though, when 
it comes to updating a classic. Lego 
Group found that out in 2003 when 
it tried expanding beyond its plastic 
building blocks and began develop- 
ing action figures, clothing and a TV 
show. The Denmark-based compa- 
ny fell into a financial crisis, losing 
$237 million that year. 

“The key lesson we learned the 
hard way is that classic brands 
need to maintain what makes 
them loved,” said Michael McNal- 
ly, Lego’s brand relations director.

MARESSA HECHT ORZACK, director 
of the Computer Addiction Study 
Center in Massachusetts, was online 
at washingtonpoist.com Tuesday 
to discuss Internetaddiction. 

What are the signs of a person who 
has Internet addiction? 

The signs vary, but one of the 
things is that people have dif- 
ficulty with relationships. They 
tend to do things that will keep 
them involved online despite the 
consequence. They are in danger 
oflosing their jobs; they have prob- 
lems with sleep. What I hear now 
very frequently is that a lot of teen- 
agers who are involved in this will 
flunk out of school. 

How much is too much? 

Does it affect your family relation- 
ships? Are you losing sleep? Are you 
unable to manage your time? Why are 
you doing this in the first place? Too 
much really depends on what your 
losses are. Do the losses exceed your 
gains? If they do, that’s too much. 


Can you give some examples of 
some really bad cases you have 
seen? 

I have had people who are so dis- 
turbed when their families have 
taken their Internet away that they 
have been totally unable to func- 
tion. Other times, they have been 
to the point where they have run 
away from home. Or there is vio- 
lence as a result. These people are 
out of control and they are really 
unable to manage. 

Does IM count as an addiction? 
That is the way my 13-year-old son 
communicates with his friends, 
does homework, etc. I’m hoping it’s 
a passing phase. When should we 
be worried? 

It depends. A lot of people use In- 
stant Messaging. It’s not only the 
computer that’s involved, it’s 
all the techniques people have 
of communicating with each 
other — MySpace, Facebook, 
text messaging. Many of these 
electronic changes are fabulous, 
and it’s only a percentage of peo- 
ple who use them inappropriate- 
ly. It’s those who have a history 
of negative behavior that get in 
trouble.
